A BLUNDERER. 


Tillman Scores His Course in 
Exemption Repeal. 


Declares the Democrats Are 


Split Into Factions, 


And There'll Be an Election 
Soon, Bow-Wow! 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Sen- 
ate marched steadily forward today 
toward final action on the bill to re- 
peal the tolls exemption clause of the 
Panama Canal Act, but leaders were 
unwilling tonight to predict on which 
day a vote can be taken on the bill. 

Even with a night session tonight 
there was no certainty of a vote on 
the first proposition to be disposed of, 
the so-called Simmons-Norris amend- 
ment qualifying the terms of the bill. 

Senator Borah, one of the leaders 
of the anti-repeal forces, predicted 
this amendment alone would be de- 
bated for four or five hours. Action 
within the next day or two, however, 


hardly can be avoided unless there 
is an unlooked for filibuster on the 
part of the anti-repealers. 


TILLMAN USES PITCHFORK. 


The debate tuday followed the old 
lines laid weeks ago, but Senator Till- 
man of South Carolina made an un- 
usual speech criticising the President 
for bringing the tolls iasue before the 
country at this time and endangering 
the chances of the Democratic party 
i the Congressional elections next 
all.

“It staggers my common sense and 
I have been unable to understand why 
he projected the fight on his party 
at this time,” Senator Tillman said 
in discussing the President's demand 
for repeal.

Senator Smith of Michigan resumed 
his speech in opposition to the repeal 
bill and criticised Senator Root for 
favoring repeal of toll exemption.

BRYAN SCORES 
SENATE. 


Says It Blocks Legislation 
Demanded by Wilson.

PENNINGTON (N. J.) June 3.— 
William J. Bryan, Secretary of State, 
delivered the principal address at 
the seventy-fifth annual ,commence- 
ment of the Pennington school here 
today. He took for his theme, ‘The 
Importance of Faith.” 

“Faith,” Mr. Bryan said, “is more 
important than works. Until one 
believes he does not act and in ac- 


,cordance with his faith so will be his 


deeds.”’ 


He pointed out how all great 
movements, religious or political, 
had been founded on faith, and 
added: 


“If you are going to accomplish 
anything in this country, you must 
have faith in our form of govern- 
ment, and there is every reason why 
you shou!” have faith in it. It is the 
best form of government ever con- 
celved by the mind of man and it is 
spreading throughout the world.” 

In a talk before his address, Sec- 
retary Hryan said the United States 
Sénate was blocking the progress of 
legislation that has been urged upon 
it by the Wilson administration. The 
Senate's rule providing for unlimited 
debate upon all matters before—it, he 
described as “plutocracy’s last 
stronghold.”

HUNDREDS DISTRIBUTED AMONG 
KUROID’S FIGHTERS. 


Sallors and Gunners of the Train- 
ing Squadron Kemembered by the 
American Society in San Francisco.

1500 Bibles were presented to the 
officers and men of the Japanese

He said his society had been organized 
just three years ago and its object 
was to give first Christian aid, that 
the convert could select any denom- 
ination he wished after acknowledg- 
ing the teachings of Jesus Christ. 

“The Christian religion ig daily in- 
creasing the ties of friendship that 
bind Japan and America,” said ha: 
bavashi. 

The address of welcome aboard the 
Asuma was delivered by the Rev. Z. 
Hirot Hirota in behalf of the lecal 
Japanese Christians. Other speakers

HUSBAND ASKS 
FOR DAMAGES. 


Acciises a Police Lieutenant 
of Stealing His Wife. 


Officer Makes a Denial, Says 
It’s a Frame-Up. 


Others in Department May 
Be Involved. 


Lieut. David L. Adams is to be sus- 
pended from _the police department 
today, when a copy of a sensational 
complaint filed against the officer in 
the Superior Court yesterday is ob- 
tained by Chief Sebastian. The Chief 
made this statement last night. 

The charges are made in a suit 
brought by Earl G. Hamlin for $25.- 
000 damages. In the complaint Ham- 
lin alleges that while he acted as a 
friend to the husband arid wife, Lieut. 
Adams alienated the affections of Mrs.” 
Hamlin and induced her to be unduly 
friendly with him. 

Since Velma A. Hamlin, the wife, 


has known Lieut. Adams. While she 
was a child Lieut. Adams was a neigh- 
bor and called often at the girl's home 
to visit with her parents. 

A number of years ago Lieut. 
Adams moved from that neighborhood 
and their acquaintance was inter- 
rupted. It was resumed again eight- 
een months ago, when Mrs. Hamlin 
returned to Los Angeles to live, after 
she had been married to Hamlin. She 
was the mother of a boy 6 years old. 


MEET AGAIN. 


While riding on a street car soon 
after she had returned to the city she 
saw Lieut. Adams, and at once intro- 
Guced herself. The two talked of 
friends that they had known when 
neighbors years ago, and began the 
new friendship that has resulted in 
the sensational climax in court. 

Mr. Hamlin’s complaint recites that 
he noticed a coolness in his wife's af- 
fections dating from the time that she 
met Lieut. Adams on the car. The 
complaint continues that her affection 
for the husband continued to wane 
and their relations reached a crisis a 
few months later, in April, 1913. 

In discussing his troubles yesterday 
Mr. Hamlin said that Lieut. Adams 
pretended to be a friend t0é both the 
husband and wife. Because of this 
friendly attitude of the police officer, 
Mr. Hamlin said, he went to him as 
a counsellor and friend, and asked 
Lieut. Adams if he would not under- 
take to bring about a reconciliation. 

It was at the time that the crisis 
came, Mr. Hamlin said, that a sen- 
sational joy ride occurred which fur- 
nished him material for his complaint. 
Mr. Hamlin alleges that Lieut. Adams 
and Mrs. Hamlin went on a reckless 
trip to a neighboring town. With 
them, according to an affidavit in his 
possession, which was not filed with 
the complaint, Mr. Hamlin says, were 
three patrolmen and two other wom- 
en. The affidavit recites that the 
party spent the night in the near-by 
town—San Bernardino. 

Mr. Hamlin's complaint continues 
with the allegation that Lieut. Adams 
had induced Mrs. Hamlin to leave her 
home and take up her residence near 
the place where he lives, at No, 616 
North Figueroa street. There, the 
complaint charges, Lieut. Adams was 
too friendly with Mrs. Hamlin. 

In elaborating on his complaint 
vesterday, Mr. Hamlin said that 
throughout the time his wife left him 
he sought the counsel and advice of 
the police officer, considering him a 
mutual friend. 

WHEN HE DOUBTS. 


He first began to doubt the good 
intentions of, Lieut. Adams, he said, 
when he tried to learn the identity of 
the man who had won his wife's af- 
fections. To establish this identity, 
he said, he became a detective for 
himself, and witnessed a scene that 
established his trusted friend, the po- 
lice lieutenant, as the offending man. 

When the Chief learned that three 
other patrolmen were involved by Mr. 
Hamlin m the alleged joy ride, he 
immediately arranged for an investi- 
gation. If he can assure himself of 
the authenticity of the details, the 
Chief will suspend the three men to- 
day pending a fuller inquiry. 

Several times Chief Sebastian has 
warned the members of the_depart- 
ment that joy-riding would be con- 
sidered a sufficient offense to cause 
immediate dismissci, and he said last 
night that he is determined to give 
t charges against the patrolmen the 
most thorough investigation, and if 
the results warrant, inflict summary 
punishment. 

Attorney Walter T. Casey, who filed 
the damage action, prepared a 
divorce suit which he says he will file 
for Mr. Hamlin ‘within two days. At- 
torney Casey refused to comment fur- 
ther on the complaint than to state 
that the mass of evidence he holds in 
reserve is most sensational, and abso- 
lutely convicting.

FRAME-UP, SAYS OFFICER. 


Lieut. Adams said late last night 
that he had laid off from his duties 
for the night to attend the prize 
fight, and had no intention of escap- 
ing an interview. 

Regarding the complaint he sald: 

“This complaigt is nothing more 
than a frame-up. When the proper 
time comes 1 shall be able to estab- 
lish my innocence absolutely. My in- 
terests in Mrs. Hamlin were entirely 
impersonal. I knew her when she 
was an infant. Her father did black- 
smithing for me, and I knew the fam- 
ily well. I have befriended both Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamlin in every way I pos- 
sibly could, and have always felt to- 
ward her as a father. I ° was never 
with Mrs. Hamlin without Mr. Ham- 
lin's knowledge. I deny any charges 
of improper conduct.” 

Friends of the officer, both on and 
off the force, said last night that he 
will readily clear his skirts of the 
charges, and that there is a misun- 
derstanding somewhere.

The City Council gave its unanimous 
indorsement yesterday to the project 
of locating a State citrus experimental 
station for the San Fernando Valley. 
The enterprise was warmly come- 
mended by every member of the Coun- 


A committee representing San Fer- 
nando citizens and citrus growers of 
the county, composed of J. T. Wilson, 
F. D. Barker and H. C. Hubbard, ap- 


peared before the Council to ask that 
it give official recognition to the 
appeal to the board of regents to se- 
lect the San Fernando Valley location, 
Councilman Betkouski presented 
the resolution embodying this request, 

and spoke strongly in its favor. 
“This is a matter in which the city 
of Los Angeles has a deep interest,” 
said Mr-Betkouski, “and this Council 
should do everything within its power 
to secure the experiment station for 
the San Fernando Valley. The citrus 
industry of this State has its center 
hove. It is appropriate and highly de- 
je that such a station be located 


‘in chis immediate vicinity, as a means 


for aiding in the further development 
of our citrus lands.” : 
The members of the Council took 
turns in seconding the motion of Bet- 
kouski that the resolution be adopted.

Whereas the University of Califor- 
nia is considering a tract of land in

Prof. McOmie of the University of Ari- 
gona experiment station rejoiees at the 
thrifty growth and fruitage of the mul. 
berry trees growing there. In the cultiva- 
tion of the mulberry he sees a grand future 
for the farmers’ wives of the sun-kissed 
State. Where there are mulberry trees 
there will be food for silkwerme to eat, 
and the professor says that “the silk in- 
dustry will furnish work for the spare hours 
of the women of the farm.”

ELUSIVE DOLDAR AND THE 
VALUE OF THRIFT. 

Now that there has been much rejoicing 
Over the “prosperity smile” during the past 
week, and the “nimble dollar” has been 
ehased from his place of hiding and set to 
making music on the eash Tegisters of our 
many stores, it occurs to The Times that 
& few reflections on the value of judicious 
economy will not be out of place. It ig a 
good thing to spend money—if ane can af- 
ford it. “Take care of the pennies and the 
dollare will take care of themselves” is a 
homely old truism that offers as wise guid- 
anee in this peried of modernity as among 
our fathers and mothers when thrift was 
largely a matter of self-preservation. 

The highway of Extravagance leads to 
the slough of Despair, and a man should 
earn money before he spends it, Indeed, 
the man who habitually spends $5 sad 
month less than he earns, if he obey a few 
other golden rules of eonduct, ig sure to 
dwell Y= the cottage of Prosperity. On the 
other band, a man may walk the path of 
probity from the first day that he toddies 
out of his cradle and, if he persists in piay- 
ing in the mud puddies of debt, it is cer 
tain that trouble and misery will come 
upon him. 

“He that goes a-borrowing goes a-sorrow- 
ing,” gaid poor Riebard. And Polonius 
spoke a wise line when he laid the injunc- 
tion upon his gon: “Neither a borrower 
nor a lender be.” 

The men who haye gotten along in the 
world have not been wasteful. The spend: 
thrift may call it greed to be provident, 
and ge rejoice in the game of ducks and 
drakes; but the parable of the ant and the 
stasshopper applies very aptly to those 
who handle their earnings with loose fin- 
gérs. When winter comes the grasshop- 
per that had such a merry time sporting. 
in the sunshine ig left with a crumb; and, 
likewise, the happy-go-lucky, jolly-good-fel- 
low goes a-borrowing. Aye, and he must be 
a thrifty man who ean afford to borrow! 
It ig an extravagance that wise and even 
presperous men deny themselves. 

Real prosperity consists not in spending 
money, but in making money. It is no un- 
usual thing for many people to spend it be- 
fore they earn it—and sometimes to never 
@arn it. Credit is a fragile dish and likely 
toa be broken unless kept full; or, as poor 
Richard has said touching the same ques- 
tion: “It is hard for an empty bag to 
stand upright." Those who “plow deep 
while sluggafds sleep” are the ones who 

the harvests. that bring prosperity. 

In spending money it ig well for each 
man to stick close to his income. Again to 
quote poor Richard: 

“Vessels large may venture more, 
But little boats should keep near shore.” 

The man with the big income may buy 
the big automobile, but the man with the 
smaller income should not attempt to sup- 
port the big car, no matter how pleasant 
it may be to enjoy the equipage of a mil- 
lionaire by buying gasoline on credit. 

There is a wide guif between economy 
and stinginess. He who pays his bills and 
layg by @ little for the day when it rains 
is economical. It is true the stingy man 
may iet the tradespeople cool their heels 
at his back door, though his bank account 
bears much fruit as interest. But the 
stingy man is an object much more rare 
than the improvident man, and even the 
worst of stingy men do not harm the com- 
munity so much as those who buy on credit 
and pay on promises. If it comes to a 
matter of law, then the stingy man must 
settle, while the grasshopper-man hag noth- 
ing wherewith to pay and all of his ex- 
travagance is dead joss. 

The old-fashioned economy that has 
builded up the prosperity of so many men, 
whose estates the Socialists are clamoring 
to have divided, would probably reduce the 
ranks of the discontented if more generally 
followed by those who need it the most. 
The dollars of a community should be nim- 
ble, but they should not all be allowed to 
run leose—for the dollar that is gone is no 
easy thing to catch. 

He who spends a little less than he earns 
never hag cause to complain of “hard 
times;” he can walk down the street and 
leok the merchant and the butcher square- 
ly between the eyes and say, “Glad to see 
you.” Not everybody ean do that. It is a 
luxurious privilege—a juxury that only the 
thrifty can afford. 


MONROE DOCTRINE AND MEDI- 
ATION. 

Before Napoleon the Little beeame Na- 

poleon the Great the Holy Alliance was 

formed. Its avowed object was.to suppress 


democratic republican government in Eu- 
rope. Bonaparte was threatening to over- 
turn the monarchies of Europe, and in 
South America a movement began for the 
liberation from Spanish rul® of all the Ibe- 
rian colonies there. After Bonaparte had 
been overthrown at Waterloo and a Bour- 
bon king placed upon the throne of recon- 
structed France the Holy Alliance proposed 
to extend its activities to the western 
world, and to subjugate those South Amer: 
jean states which had achieved their inde- 
pendence from Spain and restore them to 
Spanish dominion. 

England never formally joined the Holy 

Alliance, although she had co-operated with 
it in suppressing democracy in Europe. 
But at the proposition to undertake a sim- 
flar task in South Ameriea she cailed a 
halt. She communicated the plans of the 
Holy Alliance to the American Minister in 
London and proposed a joint declaration 
by England and the United States against 
its execution. 
President Monroe did not accept the sug- 
gestion. He considered its adoption as an 
“entangling alliance,” against which both 
Washington and Jefferson had warned their 
countrymen. But, while opposing such an 
alliance with England, he approved of the 
purpose for which the alliance was pro- 
posed, and he sent to Congress a message 
declaring the Monroe doctrine, which was 
that the United States would regard as un- 
friendly to itself any effort of any or al! 
European powers to suppress the liberties 
of any state in America which had achieved 
its independence and whose independence 
had been recognized by the United States. 
That would have involved armed interfer- 
ence on our part in case the Holy Alliance 
should attempt to carry out its purpose. 

England did not resent Monroe's refusal 
to form an Anglo-Saxon alliance against 
the Holy Alliance. But she notified the 
powets of continental Burepe that she ap 
proved of the American position, and that 
if any attempt should be made by the Holy

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programme England would act ag her tn- 
terests might seem to require at the time. 
The powers understood thig to mean that 
the armies and navy of Great Britain would 
aid to enforce the Monroe doctrine. 

The Holy Alliance thereupon abandoned 
its scheme to suppress American deémoc- 
racy, and ever since the Monroe doctrine 
has been accepted as a part of internation- 
al law. 

The United States never interfered even 
by remonstrance when Buropean powers— 
England included—extended their dominion 
over islands and continents in Asia, Africa 
and the Antipodes. France, since the Mon- 
roe doctrine was proclaimed, acquired Al- 
geria in North Africa, Cambodia, Cochin 
China, the Comoro Isles, the Gold Coast, 
Gaboon, Madagascar, the Marquesas, New 
Caledonia, Tunis and many possessions in 
the Indian Ocean and the South Sea. Prus- 
sia obtained by conquest or treaty Togo, 
New Guinea, Luderitzland, Zanzibar, the 
Bismarck Archipelago and other posses- 
sions in Africa and Asia. The Netherlands 
acquired Curacao, Java, Sumatra, the west 
coast of Papua and the Congo. Great Brit- 
ain—since the Monroe doctrine was pro- 
claimed—added to her vast possessions the 
countries of South Africa, Ceylon, Cyprus, 
the Fiji Islands, Hongkong, Labuan, Lagos, 
the Gold Coast, Heligoland, Natal, New 
Guinea, Maiacca, North Borneo, Perim and 
Burma. 

But around the continent of South Amer- 
fea the circle of American power was 
drawn and, with the exception of the abor- 
tive effort of Louls Napoleon to establish 
an empire in Mexico and place and keep 


Maximilian on the throne, no European | 


power has ever endeavored to invade that 
circle. 

Mediation was never any part of the 
Monroe doctrine. Simon Bolivar in 1824, 
after his victory which achieved independ- 


ence for Northern South America, proposed | 


a conference of all South American nations 
to settle, through mediation, any differ- 
ences which might arise between them. 
This conference met at Panama in 1826 
and a treaty of mediation was adopted that 
bound the nations agreeing to it to refer 
their differences to the confederation. It 
also provided for mediation between any 
member of the eonfederation and any 
alien government, and pledged the can- 
federation and its members, in case the 
differences were not adjusted by media- 
tion, not to take sides against a member. 
though they were allowed to go to the 
assistance of a member as against any 
alien power if they elected so to do. 

The Bolivar conference did not include 
Mexico or Central America or the United 
States. Neither Mexico nor the United 
States will be bound by any result of the 
mediation now proceeding at Niagara, but 
it may be safely predicted that the United 
States will abide by any result that the 
mediators shall reach. It is not certain 
that Mexico will do se, and the vexed ques- 
tion will still arise as to which is Mexico— 
Huerta or Carranza? The Bolivar pian did 
not include, mediation between the parties 
to an internal conflict in any state, but 
only mediation between members of the 


conference or between a member of the | 


conference and an alien power.

THE TURBULENT TWEN | 
BY HARRY BOWLING. 


We are in the habit of speaking of Mex- 
leo as a Latin-American republic. Like 
many other loose generalities the term is 
specifically incorrect. Sixty per cent. of 
the population is pure Indian, 20 per cent. 
mixed Spanish and Indian, 15 per cent. an 
intelligent white minority, the remainder 
Progressive and of foreign birth. 

If Mexico were a pure republic, like the 
United States, it would not be Latin-Amer- 
ican at all, but Indian-American. 

Nearly everyone has some suggestion as 
to the best way for pacifying this distupted 
country. The real question ig which of 
these three divisions shall be the governing 
element in Mexico; the Indians, the white 
minority, or the 20 per cent. of half-breeds? 
Since the overthrow of Diaz this turbulent 
20 per cent. has gained the upper hand. 
President Wilson has confessed that his 
unwarranted interference in Mexico's do- 
mestic affairs is purpose 
Siving the peon, the Indian per cent., 
the opportunity to administer the internal 
affairs of this “Latin republic.” 

Close observers who have lived in Mex- 
feo and are thoroughly conversant with the 
real conditions existing there see no hope 
except threugh the establishment of a firm 
government by the civilized 15 per cent. 
But these our President sontemptuously 
dismisses as “aristocrats” and “overlords,” 
himself belonging to this same class. So 
by encouraging the turbulence of the half- 
breeda he will ground the government in 
the Indian majority. 

History, experience and common sense 
are all against the possible working out of 
such a scheme. 

The rapid advance of Argentina, Brazil 
and Chile has not come from control by an 
Indian majority. It has come through stiff 
and stable government in the hands of a 
civilized minority. Yet no one can call 
these aristocratic countries, cowering be- 
fore a small coterie of overlords. They 
are as democratic as the United States 
itself. 

You can’t manufacture an electric search- 
light out of a tallow candle; you can't make 
an ambitious white man out of a lethargic 
Indian. You can’t strike California fire 
from peon flint and tinder. 

The 60 per cent. of Mexico's passive pop- 
ulation don't want to rule or vote or fight. 
They desire only to live and to be let alone. 
The turbulent 20 per cent., represented by 
Villa, Zapata and petty chieftains, want to 
fight and to plunder, not to yote. The civ- 
ilized 15 per cent, wants constitutional gov- 
ernment without fighting, and to be al- 
lowed ta work. j 

President Wilson's plan to uplift the’ In- 
dian by pitting the half-breed against the 
educated few is doomed to failure. Thea- 
retically Wilson may be eorrect; freedom 
ought to come from the bottom, praetically 
it always comes from the top. Good goev- 
ernment rests on the consent of the gov- 
erned; it also springs from the forbearance 
of the few. When the virile 
practice forbearance come reyolution an 
dictatorships. This hag been the history 


To get a clear idea of Prof. Wilson's plan 
for molding Mexieo to suit his personal 
whims, ene must go back to the early his- 
tory of our own country. As in Mexico to- 
day, so at one time the Indians constituted 
60 per cent. of the population of the United 
State. Does anyone suppose, if the reins 
of gove;ament had then been placed in the 
hands of the Indians, that the United States 
would now be featuring so largely in the 
civilization and uplift of the world? Does 
anyone suppose that California, under Mex- 
ican-Indian rule, would have advanced in 
so short a time from a land of cattle ranges 
and scattered pueblos to its present splen- 
did and unique position 

Government by a large mass of passive 
Indians is impossible. Government by a 
turbulent 20 per cent. of half-breeds is 
equally impossible. The 60 per cent, in 
Mexico won't govern enough. The 20 per 
cent. wil] govern too much. The civilized 
remainder, aceording to President Wilson, 
have no right to the shirts on their backs. 

Unhappy Mexico! What chance has she 
for regeneration? Government by spasms 
and upheaval—nominally in the hands of 
an indifferent Indian majority, actually un- 
der the machetes of a turbulent half-breed 
20 per cent.—such is the forlornly hopeful 
scheme put forward by President Wilson! 
In a thougand years a successfyl Indian- 
American republic can never be thus or- 
ganized or placed upon a workable basis.

A HOMEBREAKER? 


THAT'S THE ALLEGATION OF A 
WIFE SUING DENTIST FOR 
MAINTENANCE. 


A letter received in the mall Feb- 
ruary 6, 1913, sent Mrs. Mame C. Uh! 
in a much-perturbed state to the of- 
fice of her husband, Dr. William 
Tremper Uhl, a dentist in the Sever- 
ance building. Asa result of that visit 
and subsequent acts she alleges on the 
part of her husband, Mrs. Uh! filed a 
separate maintenance suit yesterday, 
naming Lulu Bedelle, Dr. Uhl's office 
assistant, as the leading cause in the 
breaking up of her home. 

The letter, Mrs. Uhl states, referred 
to close relations between Dr. Uhi and 
Lulu. When she reached the office 
she alleges that she asked the Joctor 
for an explanation. She says he flip- 
pantly disregarded and scoffed at her. 

Then Mrs. states that Lulu Re- 
delle, in an affectionate manner, ad- 
dressed the doctor: 

“Do you love me, doctor?” 

“Of course I do,” the doctor repliod, 
so Mrs. Uh! asserts. 

Subsequently af their home, No. 
1620 Third avenue, Mrs. Uh! says Dr. 
Uhl stormed and raved furiously, 
waving and wringing his hands in «4 
threatening and vehement mariner, 
saying in substance: 

“I don’t want to live with you. I! 
am not going to live with you. 1 
want you to give me my freedom.” 

This, she declares, was at 10 o'clock 
at night, while Mrs. Uhl’s mother was 
lying fll in an adjoining room. Dr. 
Uhl on another occasion told.her if 
she did not give him his freedom he 
would go away and leave her, the 
wife charges. 

“I will not support you unless you 
give me my freedom,” he is alleged 
to have said. 

July 3, 1913, Dr. Uhl is alleged to 
have taken Leclu Bedelle to Avalen. 
staying four days. Mrs. Uhl says she 
learned about the trip a few weeks 
later, When he was at Avalon, she 
says she was ill in bed. 

Dr. Uhl, she alleges, became violent 
and abusive, exhibiting a revolver and 
saying: 

“I want to know what you are go- 
ing to do.” 

Mrs. Uhl asks the court to restrain 
her husband from visiting, speaking 
with or interfering with her or their 
daughter. She wants $200 a month 
for the support of herself and the 
child, Virginia Grace Uh), 7 years old, 
and $260 attorney's fees. She is rep- 
resented by Attorney Monor Moore.

AGAINST AND FOR 
THE SAME MAN. 


LAWYER'S ETHICS QUESTIONED 
WHEN HE’S ON BOTH SIDES 
. OF FENCE. 


Holding that it is unethical for @ 
lawyer to seek the prosecution of @ 
man and then appear to defend him, 
Justice Reeve yesterday denied Attor- 
ney Gerald A. Doyle the right to ap- 
pear for Lawrence Converse, who is 
charged with bigamy by his wife, for 
marrying Reatha Watson, an alleged 
beauty. 

When the preliminary hearing was 
called before Justice Reeve yesterday, 
Deputy District Attorney Graham was 
surprised to see Mr. Doyle appear for 
Mr. Converse. 

“Attorney Doyle called at my office 
with Mrs. Converse,” Mr. Graham told 
the court, “and asked for a complaint 
against Mr. Converse. I supposed that 
he would aid in the prosecution, since 
that was his attitude then. Now he 
comes into court to defend the very 
man against whom he asked-a felony 
tcomplaint. I object to his appear- 
ance and I believe that his present 
attitude is unethical. Matters of this 
kind should be taken before the Bar 
Association.” 
| Justice Reeve heartily agreed with 
the prosecutor and criticised the at- 
torney’s attitude in the case, as well! 
as chiding him for being late at the 
hearing. 

Mrs. Amelia Converse, wife of the 
defendant, who stood before the court 
as complaining witness, was the only 
witness present. Other witnesses who 
had been subpoenaed disregarded the 
summons, and Justice Reeve was 
forcea to set the case for next Mon- 
day morning. He warned all wit- 
nesses to be present. 

Later Deputy Graham received a 
personal letter from Attorney Doyle 
in which the latter etates that Mr. 
Converse Was out of his mind when 
he fled his home and eloped with 
Reatha Watson. 

“If the District Attorney or any jus- 

tice of the peace wants to press the 
matter before the Bar Association,” 
the letter runs, “it is their privilege. 
I don’t propose to have any one tell 
me what to practice or what I shall 
do.” 
When Mr. Converse disappeared 
after marrying the Watson woman, 
Mrs. Converse, the wife, rushed to the 
police with Attorney Doyle and later 
both of them sought a complaint 
against the accused, who is now out 
on bond.

JURY WILL DECIDE THE ~ 


'YONS (France) June 9. — The 
Rules Committee of the Interna- 
tional Amateur Athietic Federa- 
tion today adopted a suggestion orig- 
inating with a French delegate that 
the referee of the Olympic games 
should be replaced by an internation- 


441 jury of five members. It ie to be 


recommended to the Olympic Com- 
mittee at Paris. 

The referee is not, however, to be 
abolished altogether, but the power of 
decision in case of protest is to be 
transferred to the jury, which is to be 
nominated by the council of the In- 
ternational Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion. 
The jury must remain on the infield 
during the games. 

Another step tending to interna- 
tionalize the Olympic games was the 
adoption of the American suggestion 
that judges should be international. 
The committee recommends the ap- 
pointment of the world’s greatest au- 
thorities in particular events to judge 
these events. Thus America sug- 
gested that Richard Coombes of Ats- 
tralia should be appointed judge of 
walking.

HUSBAND HATED 
BABY, SHE SAYS. 


WIFE KILLING 
PUTS THE MATTER IN NEW 
LIGHT. 


Unshaken in her declaration of in- 
nocence, Mrs. Katio Swartz, the 23- 
year-old wife who was arrested on 
suspicion of having shot her husband 
Monday night, yesterday revealed a 
chain of incidents during the past 
four years that led up to the death 
of Swartz and her own difficulty. Fol- 
lowing a sleepless night in the City 
Jail, the woman was on ‘the verge of 
collapse in the morning. When she 
was again asked to repeat her story 
af the shooting she did so calmly. 

Later in the day her golden-haired 
38-year-old daughter was taken into 
the jail} and while the child nestied 
against her breast, the mother said 
that it was the cause of the wreck- 
ing of the Swartz home. With tears 
streaming from her eyes, she told how 
she had fought desperately with her 
husband to prevent him fram gajnin 
a title to the little home they liv 


“But I did not kill him,” sebbed 
Mrs. Swartz. “I never threatened to 
kill him; I never killed anything.” 

A ray of hope came aver her 
clouded face when it was suggested 
that the husband's death was acci- 
en 


“f know it was accidental,” she 
cried. “There couldn't have n any 
other way. He was cleaning his re- 


volyer when it went off accidentally." 
Returning to the story of her do- 
mestic strifes, Mra. Swartz said that 
she had recently made a will leaving 
all her ‘property, about $5000, to her 
baby. e deciared that her hugband 
sought to hay her make a new will 
making the little heme community 
property, which she declined to do. 
“When I refused to make a new 
will,” she said, “my husband struck 
me and gaid he was ain to kill us 
Busi 1 never a 
m.” 


Regarding the night of Swartz’s 
death, the young woman declared that 
they had not quarreled over money, 
but the baby. 

“The baby was always a thorn in 
his side,” she said. “He never liked 


it and sometimes said he would kill 


the it.
